Miss Walker said 
better pay would come upon public 
recognition of good teaching. 


"Our 
teachers' 
colleges 
are 


cheap," she declared. "Twice 
as 


mucn is spent to teach a man how 
to raise pigs than 
there 
is for 


teaching. 
"In the depression during 
the 
thii^s the United States 
spent 


five per cent of its income on ele- 
mentary and secondary education. 
But in 1947 and 194S the U. 
S. 


is spending only 1.6 per cent of Its 
Income for support of schools. 


"It 
is a 
tragic fact that the 


teaching profession has done lit- 
tle to elevate standards. Most any- 
one is accepted to teach—qualified 
or not. Teachers even advise stu- 
dents not to enter the profession." 


Russian Plan Cited 


Citing educational standards in 


other countries, the speaker point- 
ed to Russia. 


"Russia wants good schools and 


good teachers, and they're getting 
them despite a limited 
income. 


Russia spends 20 per cent of its an- 
nual Income on education." 


Miss 
Walker 
assailed 
public 


committees and groups who know 
nothing of schools but who make 
out school budgets and plans af- 
fecting education. 


"Teachers should recognize their 


value and importance," she said. 
She stressed their value by remind- 
ing the 
teachers 
how 
German 


teachers had Influenced so greatly 
the thinking of Nazis. 
"Frankly, wo are worried about 


our profession and wo are worried 
about who's going to teach tomor- 
row," 
she said, explaining 
why 


higher standards are needed. 


"Texas will not get better teach- 


ers and schools until the teachers 
demand it. 


"In the past we've been to puny 
in our demands."

He had the reputation of eating 


young "shavetails" for breakfast,

man In the unit was 


fond of thlp sawed-off, gray-hair- 
ed little man with the salty voice 
and tough manner. 


He was a good poker player, and 


after 27 years of selective compe- 
tition with the cards he had 
won 


the pay of enough buck privates 
so that he and his wife could af- 
ford more than "C" rati ns 
any 


time he wanted to hang up 
his 


uniform. 
But although his health wa6 poor, 
Shorty 
had no wish to get 
out 


of the Army. He was only

feet-four, but he was all soldier.
